5. Class “E” — Junior Event under 16 years of age and not exceeding 

310 cc. 

lules: 

1. Age Limit 

Limited to 16 years of age except for the Class “E” Event. 

2. Waiver 

All drivers must sign a waiver of liability before using the track. 

3. Helmets 

Helmets of an approved design for the use should be worn for all 
races. 

4. Overtaking and Passing 

(a) An overtaking power toboggan shall keep clear of the overtaken 
vehicle. 

(b) The overtaken vehicle shall not alter its course so as to obstruct 
the overtaking power toboggan. 

5. Alcohol 

No contestant shall enter a race while under the influence of 
intoxicants. Tlie decision of the referee shall be final and any driver 
subpected to be under the influence of intoxicants shall be dis¬ 
qualified. 

6. Protest 

A fee ol $10 must accompany a written protest. If the protest is 
vaiid the fee will be returned. 

7. Pit Area 

Prior to races the machines will be confined to a pit area, any 
foolish conduct in the pit area will be cause for disqualification. 

8. Power Toboggans 

Stock machines only are allowed to enter the competition. A stock 
machine being defined as one having the origined make of engine, 
head, piston, cylinder, block, carburetor, muffler, frame, cowling, 
skis and suspension supplied with the machine. Removal of wind¬ 
shield, seat, lights, and air cowling on carburetors shall be per¬ 
mitted. 

9. Entry Fee 

$5.00 entry fee for the competition for each machine entered. No 
refunds after the registration has been completed. 

10. Competitors will draw lots for position on the track and will be 
placed in order of numbers drawn.
